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Although  Jackson  is  a 
rural  school,  it  is  in  no 
manner  small  or  back¬ 
ward.  We  have  more 
square  feet  of  space  in 
one  building  than  any 
other  school  in  the  state. 
Here  are  some  views  of 
our  modern  and  growing 
school.  In  the  picture  at 
the  left,  the  portion  in  the 
immediate  left  foreground 
is  a  part  of  the  grade 
school.  In  the  center  is 
the  high  school  and  at  the 
right  stands  our  new  field- 
house. 


Pictured  here  is  the  en¬ 
trance  to  Jackson  High. 
Each  day  425  students  of 
the  high  school  enter  and 
leave  school. 


Looking  west  from  the 
parking  lot  beside  the 
fieldhouse,  we  see  the  en¬ 
tire  high  school  building. 
It  was  completed  in  1949. 
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Here  is  a  view  of  the 
newly  completed  field 
house,  a  portion  of  a 
$636,000  building  project 
undertaken  by  the  school 
administration.  A  bond 
issue  was  submitted  to  the 
voters  in  July,  1953,  for 
$700,000  to  construct  this 
field  house  and  a  new 
junior  high. 


This  is  a  familiar  scene 
in  the  field  house.  A 
basketball  game  holds 
the  attention  of  these  fans 
seated  on  the  pull  out 
bleachers.  These  bleach¬ 
ers  have  a  capacity  of 
1360  people.  An  electri¬ 
cally  operated  folding 
door  divides  the  field- 
house  into  a  boys'  and 
girls'  gymnasium. 
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This  picture  was  taken 
from  the  northwest  por¬ 
tion  of  our  campus  show¬ 
ing  the  new  junior  high 
school  and  fieldhouse  ad¬ 
joining  it  in  the  back¬ 
ground.  The  junior  high 
contains  seventeen  class¬ 
rooms  including  modern 
science,  home  ecnomic, 
and  industrial  arts  rooms. 
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A  critic  session  is  the 
focal  point  of  the  cam¬ 
era  in  this  advanced 
art  class.

He  is  the 
overseer  of  all  happenings  within  the 
high  school  itself.  Mr.  Lawrence's  duties 
for  the  day  vary  greatly.  He  may  be 
seen  giving  his  approval  to  the  announce¬ 
ments  in  the  morning,  or  treating  his 
civics  class  to  a  little  party  in  the  after¬ 
noon. 


H.  C.  SAUDER 

Mr.  Sauder,  Superintendent  of  Jackson 
School,  will  soon  complete  23  years  in 
this  position.  He  has  seen  Jackson  grow 
from  a  school  of  about  500  pupils  to  the 
present  enrollment  of  1650  in  the  entire 
school. 

Mr.  Sauder  may  be  seen  at  different 
times  throughout  the  day  walking  through 
the  building  to  take  care  of  some  busi¬ 
ness  or  other  affair  which  comes  under 
his  duties  as  superintendent.  His  office 
is  in  the  high  school  building,  and  the 
student  body  has  rather  close  contact 
with  him. 


JACQUELINE  YOUNG 
Jackie,  as-  everyone  knows  her,  is  the 
secretary  for  Mr.  Sauder  and  the  entire 
school.  Whenever  there  is  money  to  be 
deposited  or  paid  out  for  an  organization 
in  the  school,  correspondence  to  be 
typed,  or  announcements  to  be  made 
over  the  public  address  system,  Jackie 
is  the  person  responsible.

VARSITY  SQUAD 


Like  Ole  Man  River,  the  Polar  Bears  rolled  on  and  on. 
Coach  Bob  Fife  fielded  the  most  powerful  team  this  year 
that  Jackson  has  ever  had. 

Practice  began  on  August  20,  with  twenty  seniors  re¬ 
turning,  some  for  their  second,  third,  and  fourth  year  as 
lettermen.  Practice  was  hard  those  first  few  weeks,  and 
very  soon  the  season  was  under  way. 

The  team  started  in  fine  style  by  steam-rollering 
Uhrichsville  61-0.  This  was  the  beginning  so  necessary 
toward  a  successful  season.  The  boys  had  started  as 
a  well  balanced,  determined  unit. 

Against  Orrville  the  Bears  scored  a  27-0  revenge  in 
one  of  the  most  important  games  of  the  season.  Next, 
Jackson  defeated  their  third  foe,  Sandy  Valley  58-6  in  the 
first  league  game.  The  following  week  Middlebranch 
visited  our  gridiron  to  receive  the  short  end  of  a  33-6 
score.  By  this  time  our  team  had  begun  to  show  the 
potentialities  which  it  had. 

The  big,  undefeated  Navarre  team  awaited  Jackson 
on  October  14.  This  was  perhaps  the  game  of  most 
interest  this  season.  But  Jackson  rolled  again,  decisively 
defeating  Navarre  44-7. 


Standing  at  the  top  of  the  Stark  County  League,  Jack- 
son  met  and  defeated  Northwest  52-0  for  the  fourth  league 
win.  The  next  team  to  come  was  probably  the  one  we 
knew  the  least  about  and  feared  the  most.  But  our  boys 
proved  that  they  were  not  daunted  by  the  reputation  or 
size  of  Springfield  Twp.  Jackson  won  the  game  45-0. 

Talk  of  an  undefeated  season  began  to  circulate  as 
the  last  two  games  of  the  season  approached.  The  third 
county  championship  in  a  row  and  the  first  undefeated, 
untied  season  in  the  school's  history  lay  ahead,  but  so 
did  Jackson's  biggest  rival.  North  Canton. 

Never  to  be  scoffed  at,  North  Canton  appeared  to  bo 
a  real  threat  to  our  team's  record.  They  scored  the  first 
touchdown  of  the  game.  It  was  also  their  last.  With  their 
heart  set  on  victory  and  their  efforts  mustered  in  one  team 
effort,  the  Polar  Bears  stomped  North  Canton  60-7. 

The  last  game  was  a  league  contest  with  East  Canton, 
and  would  definitely  decide  for  us  the  county  champion¬ 
ship.  The  score:  Jackson  73  -  East  Canton  0. 

This  was  the  completion  of  an  unmarked  season  in 
which  the  Polar  Bears  compiled  a  total  of  453  points, 
while  holding  their  opponents  to  26.  Jackson  finished 
with  a  rating  of  twenty-third  in  the  state.  These  facts  are 
certainly  an  account  of  the  tremendous  power,  desire, 
and  teamwork  of  the  1955  Jackson  Polar  Bears.
